WITH AMERICAN FORCES 
BEFORE CHERBOURG, June 
26.—Under sporadic shellifire from 
German positions to the west, 


American troops this morning 
fought and infiltrated their way 
farther into the center of Cher- 
bourg. 

During the night, the German 
commander, Gen. von Schlieban, 
had remained silent regarding 
our latest demand for the city’s 
formal surrender, apparently de- 
termined to spill blood rather 
than damage his 30-year reputa- 
tion as a Prussian officer. 

The city was penetrated at three 
different places at almost the 
same time by three different units 
near midday yesterday. To the 
north and east one unit struck 
near Tourlaville and got into what 
is considered the northernmost 
part of Cherbourg city. 

Another unit, striking at the 
center of the German inner peri- 
meter, penetrated past Fort du 
Roule, which was taken later in 
the day, and got into the southern 
part of the town about noon, 

The third unit undeniably had 
a sizable force in the western area 
of the town, around the arsenal, 
at exactly 12:50 o'clock and is giv- 
en credit by some observers for 
making the’ first real entry into 
Cherbourg. 

Street fighting in Cherbourg 
continues ona small scale. The 
Germans seem to be concentrat- 
ing on delaying our exploitation 
of the port by shelling from areas 
they still control to the west and 
aouthweat. 

We toured the front for eight 
hours late Sunday with the gen- 
eral commanding the American 
troops on Cherbourg peninsula. 
Three times during the day we 
looked right down into the city 
from the southwest, south and 
southeast as the general, who 
doesn't seem to mind machine- 
gun fire and shelling, felt the 
pulse of the action, studied its de- 
velopments and, with the efficien- 
cy of a Knute Rockne, kept 
throwing his great all-American 
team at, through and around the 
enemy. ) 

The day concluded with a lively 
session in a former German 
strongpoint southwest of the town 
where our party was shellacked 
for a full 10 minutes by German 
medium guns. It was the hardest 
day we have ever spent in the 
newspaper business and it must 
have been harder for the general. 

Trip in Armored Car. 

The following is a play-by-play 
account of the day: 

1:15 p. m—We start out in an 
armored car, head across country 
to a headquarters. The roadg are 
unpleasantly empty over long 
stretches and we are relieved 
when we arrive after humming 
down the highway which certain- 
ly hasn't been covered by any oth- 
er car since the fighting stopped. 
Trees are still lying across it in 
places. | 

Headquarters claims that a bat- 
talion got into the northeastern 
outskirts of Cherbourg at 11 
o'clock this morning, with another 
battalion knocking out a strong- 
point north of Tourlaville.

less of such demolitions as the 
Germans may have accomplished, 
it is expected that - Cherbourg’s 
fine harbors and extensive port fa- 


‘cilities will be in limited use with- 
in 24 hours after the city is firm- 
‘ly in Allied hands. 

In 10 days the port should be 
funnelling in enough men and 
‘supplies to feed full-scale military 
operations, 


| The Germans have been report- 
\ed blowing up and firing port fa- 
cilities and seeking to block the 
harbors, but the Allies have had 
|plenty of experience in clearing 
‘harborg and undoubtedly have 
much new machinery ready for 
quick installation. The 25-foot 
tide will permit clearings of ob- 
stacles at low tide. 

The streets and docks of Cher- 
bourg are familiar to many Amer- 
icans, for it was through this port 
that thousands of tourists from 
the United States received their 
first glimpse of Western Europe. 
Cherbourg was a terminal point 
then for trans-Atlantic luxury lin- 
ers. 

Cherbourg has been an invasion 
target through the ages. Its mili- 
tary history dates back to William 
the Conqueror. In the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
it waa the objective of fighting 
men from Britain. 

Louis XIV of France attempted 
to cofstruct a military port at 
Cherbourg. Fortifications erected 
in 1686 were dismantled three 
years later, but were begun again 
under Louls XVI and continued 
by Napoleon I, The job finally 
was completed by Louis Philippe 
and Napoleon III. In 1889, the 
harbor was improved further. 

In 1931 Cherbourg tad a popu- 
lation of 32,587. The population

Another Soviet column striking 
up from the area southwest of 
Bobruisk cut the Bobruisk-Lunin- 
ets railway—one possible German 
escape channel—and seized points 
only 10 miles from Bobruisk,. 

The German account of a new 
front opening near Ostrov said the 
Russians attacked Sunday for 
three hours with artillery fire, aft- 
er which infantrymen swept for- 
ward. Berlin admitted a German 
withdrawal a mile westward. 

Ostrov is 33 miles south of Ger- 
man-held Pskov, gateway to Lat- 
via and Southern Estonia. Gen. 
M. M. Popov’s Second Baltic 
Army has been probing German 
lines in this area for months— 
ever since the lifting of the Lenin- 
grad siege and the withdrawal of 
German troops to a line running 
through Ostrov and Pskov to Nar- 
va in Northern Estonia.

Marshal Leonid <A. Govorov’s 
“Leningrad Army, which had 
hurled the Germans back from 
Russia’s second city to the Esto- 
nian border, now is battering its 
way toward Helsinki into Finland 
via captured Viipuri, while Gen. 
K. A. Meretskov’s Karelian front 
forces are making headway far- 
ther north in a companion drive 
between Lakes Ladoga and Onezh- 
skoe (Onega).

One thousand employes of Krey 
Packing Co. who went on strike 
last Friday were back at work 
today, employes and the company

The arbitration agreement, 
which committed both sides to 
accept Father Brown's ruling, 
was effected yesterday through 
the Conciliation Service of the 
United States Department of La- 
bor.

I had never sensed this before 
we landed in France and began 
pushing the Germans back. We 
have had snipers before—in Bi- 
zerte and Cassino and lots of 
other places. But always on a 
small scale. 

Here in Normandy the Germana 
have gone in for sniping in a 
wholesale manner. There are 
snipers everywhere. There are 
snipers in trees, in buildings, in 
piles of wreckage, in the grass. 
But mainly they are in the high, 
bushy hedgerows that form the 
fences of all the Norman fields 
and line every roadside and lane. 

It is perfect sniping country. 
A man can hide himself in the 
thick fencerow shrubbery with 
several days’ rations, and it’s like 
hunting a needle in a haystack to 
find him. 

Every mile we advance there 
faire dozens of snipers left behind 
us. They pick off our soldiers 
one by one as they walk down 
the roads or across the fields. 

It isn’t safe to move into a new 
bivouac area until the snipers have 
been cleaned out. The first bivouac 
I moved into had shots ringing 
through it for a full day before 
all the hidden gunmen. were 
rounded up. It gives you the 
same spooky feeling that you get 
on moving into a place you sus- 
pect of being sown with mines.

Sniping Increases. 

N past campaigns, our soldiers 

would talk about the occasional 

snipers with contempt and dis- 
gust. But here gniping has be- 
come more imporfant, and taking 
precautions against it is some-

“Individual soldiers have become 
sniper-wise before, but now we're 
sniper-conscious as whole units.”

De Gaulle Takes His Stand 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Thank you for your editorial, “To 
Clear the Air,” of June 22, dealing with 
current misconceptions on De Gaulle. 

Your first two points stress the funda- 
mental fact that the reason for the au- 
thoritative tone which De Gaulle uses in 
talking to all comers is that he is fully 
conscious that he represents a great 
people, Those who resent the assurance 
with which he speaks are those who, 
wittingly or unwittingly, still cling to 
the belief that the betrayal of 1940 was 
the voluntarily-signed death warrant of 
_the French nation. 

Too many Americans are still unable 
to understand how a nation with an ag- 
gressive and temporarily successful fifth 
column can at the same time be strong 
and dare to speak to the world with the 
superb calm and the magnificent assur- 
ance of a De Gaulle. They have yet to 
see that this very determination of the 
French to recognize, punish and destroy 
treason has always been in effect the 
source of their greatness, That nation 
which has proved itself capable of hon- 
est self-examination, and of subsequent 
action, has met the test. 

This is what Americans must see: that 
ft is De Gaulle’s refusal to identify him- 
self and France in any way with the 
capitulation and subsequent collabora 
tion with the enemy that has endeared 
him to the French, It is the conscious- 
ness of this deep-seated kinship with his 
people that gives him the courage to 
speak with the same authority as Roose- 
velt or Churchill or Stalin. It is this 
@ame consciousness which gives him the 
courage to sacrifice personal pride to 
the extent of asking for an invitation 
to come to America, instead of waiting 
to be invited. 

Your third point is an effective refu- 
tation of what you rightly call an ugly 
story: that De Gaulle refused to keep 
@en agreement to send in liaison officers 
with the invasion forces. The truth, as 
you rightly point out, is that De Gaulle 
repeatedly sought an agreement. with 
our Government for civil administration 
- of liberated territory, and that our Gov- 
ernment refused to confer. Therefore 
there was no agreement, and civil ad- 
ministrators did not go. The fault was 
ours, not that of the French. But mili- 
tary liaison officers did go, and any 
statement to the contrary is false. 

Later, of course, De Gaulle did send 
fn civil administrators on his own in- 
itiative. He had waited for an Ameri- 
can move which, in spite of British 
eagerness, was not forthcoming. There- 
fore he acted alone, which is a tribute 
to his boldness and to his knowledge 
that he was right. Subsequent events 
have vindicated him. 

Which brings us to the President's 
statement that the Provisional Govern- 
ment of France must not be recognized 
until more than 1 per cent of French 
territory has been liberated. 

What does this mean? That we must 
wait until we have freed 51 per cent? 
Of 52 per cent? Or 49 per cent? Or 
100 per cent? And what will happen if, 
as is already the case in certain “lib- 
erated” towns, Vichy adherents are al- 
lowed by the Americans and the Brit- 
ish to remain in control and to set up 
their own election machinery, admin- 
istered and dominated by those same 
gangster elements which, since 1940, have 
spied upon the underground and deliv- 
ered French patriots to the executioner?

The great gathering of Republicans in Chicago 
to nominate a candidate for President is a tri- 
umph of democracy.

So for the two great national conventions to be 
held, as they have always been held, war or no 
war, ia to show the world the supreme confidence 
we have in our system of government. It must 
impress the peoples of other nations that we can 
be so sure of our national stability as to subject 


our war leadership to the ultimate test of the © 


ballot. 

By the same token, no more awful responsibil- 
ity has fallen upon-the two major parties since 
1864 when, in the midst of civil war, Abraham 
Lincoln ran for re-election against Gen, McClellan, 

The gravity of the issue has been reflected: in 
Chicago. There has been little of the horse-play 
and circug stuff that have characterized national 
conventions in. other times. Men and women 
from all over the United States, gathered as dele- 
gates or as spectators, know they are transacting 
a solemn business. 

It is true that the absence of the carnival air 
or the usual dramatics that occurs during a con- 
vention is due in part to the fact that the gigan- 
tic G. O. P. streamroller is in motion. It has 
rolled away all effective opposition to Gov. Dewey. 
There is no contest. 

Fiven so, the war hovers over every meeting in 
Chicago. Most of the politicians knew that the 
country is in no mood for irresponsible partisan- 
ship or the shabby tricks of the demagogue. 

It would be too much to expect, as the cam- 
paign warme up, that strong passions will not 
be unlenaahed and that persons of diverging pollt- 
ical philosophies will not debate their points of 
view with all-the ardor at their command. 

Without this conflict and debate, the presiden- 
tial election would be empty and meaningless. If 
our enemies, however, seek to get ald and com- 
fort from it, they will find themselves deceived. 
When the votes are counted next November, and 
the will of the sovereign people is known, the 
nation will continue to go forward in all its 
might and majesty to final victory. 

Beyond that victory, there is the assurance of

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An Insurance Grab Is Halted 


The friends of the insurance lobby in both 
houses of Congress have seemingly given up their 
fight to obtain a special grant of immunity from 
the anti-trust laws for this powerful business. 
The House approved the hill shortly before ad- 
journment, but the Senate refused to be stam- 
peded. Senator Ferguson of Michigan, a leader in 
the fight for the measure, ¢losed the debate with 
a speech that agreed in virtually every detail 
with the views of Senator O’Mahoney of Wyom- 
ing, who has vigorously opposed the Dill. 

The points of agreement are sound common 
sense. Federal regulation of the insurance busi- 
ness is out of the picture, (In fact, it was never 
really in the picture, except in that painted by 
lobby propagandists.) The formerly opposed Sen- 
ators now agree that monopoly is a bad thing, 
and that the states should bestir themselves to 
control insurance abuses. With the special-priv- 
ilege bill removed from consideration, the Fed- 
eral Government will be able to move in to prose- 
cute monopolists if the states fail to act. 

This apparent enlightenment in Congress is a 
victory for the public, but scarcely the end of 
the campaign. The insurance lobby is persistent, 
resourceful, audacious and well-financed. It can 
be counted upon to continue its campaign among 
the public, and to resume its pressure when Con- 
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gress convenes again. The people and their elect- 
ed representatives must still be alert to prevent 
such a grant of special privilege as the insurance 
interests want. 
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Report for a Free REA 


The Senate Agriculture Subcommittee Inveatl- 
gating REA has done an exceptional thing by 
looking at the Government department with 
which, bureaucratically, it has the closest tle— 
the Department of Agriculture—and roundly de- 
nouncing it. | 

The subcommittee’s report finds there is good 
reason for putting certain Government corpora- 
tions, such as REA and TVA, above political in- 
fluence, Proceeding from the general to the spe- 
cific, it finds that the desirability of independent- 
agency status is particularly acute because of the 
excessive, obnoxious and disrupting political in- 
fluence which the Department of Agriculture ex- 
erts upon REA. 

As an independent agency from the time of its 
creation till 1939, REA had an outstanding rec- 
ord and fulfilled the highest expectations, was 


- operated by a personnel with “excellent and har- 


monioug morale,” the report says. 

Transfer of REA to the Department of Agri- 
culture five years ago resulted, the subcommit- 
tee says, in divided authority, disruption, confu- 
sion, intrigue, controversy, lowering of morale 
and division of authority. 

The committee expresses the opinion that “there 
was more than a legitimate and ethical connection 
between some of the engineers and other per- 
sonnel employed by the REA,” in relation to the 
selection of transmission wire and other construc- 
tion material, The attempt by the National Rural 
Blectric Co-operative Association to borrow money 
from the REA co-operatives with which to set up 
two insurance companies to sell insurance to the 
co-operatives, and the association's efforts to have 
REA Administrator Harry Slattery ousted for his 
opposition to the scheme, are looked upon by the 
investigating committee with “unqualified dis- 
approval.” 

The committee says flatly that the Department 
of Agriculture stands indicted for what it has 
done to REA. This is obviously true, but it much 
needed to be said in just such a responsible of- 
ficial quarter. is 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard has badly 
impaired REA by his custodianship. The agency, 
which has performed and can continue to per- 
form fine service to the nation, should be re- 
stored to the independent status which Congress 
provided for it in the first place, And of all the 
departments of government from which REA 
should be allowed to stand free, the Department 
of Agriculture has earnéd the right, by an ex- 
tremity of maladministration, to head the list. 
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Specific for Obscurantism 


A British Judge, asking a doctor what he 
meant by “coryza,” and being told by the master 
of medicine that the awe-inspiring word desig- 
nates, anything but simply, a cold in the head, 
Wag moved to assert that “a little more Basic 
English seems to be needed here.” 

It isn’t Basic English so much that’s wanted. 
Among doctors, economists, engineers, journalists 
and men who know tobacco best, just a little 
Plain English would be about what the patient 
needs; in small syllables, taken one at a time. 
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Cherbourg, Port of Liberation 

Now that Cherbourg is in our hands, with the 
beleaguered Germans holding out only in two or 
three fortified positions, the Allied toehold on a. 
beachhead has become an Allied foothold in one 
of France’s three biggest ports, through which 
troops and supplies can really begin to pour, from 
the United States directly as well as from the 
British Isles. 

Though the Nazis have attempted in every way 
at their disposal to make the port facilities of 
Cherbourg useless to us, our engineers, who amply 
demonstrated their abilities in North Africa, say 
they can fit the port for shipping in a period of 
from two days to two weeks. 

The superiority of the Allied forces in every 
element—sea, air and land—and superiority in 
operation, particularly in the speed with which 
our liberating invaders crossed the peninsula, 
stunned and crushed the Germans. “Never before 
have the defenders had to withstand such assault 
waves,” a German correspondent reported. “They 
could not help but retreat.” 

Speaking of lightning war, speaking of over- 
whelming assault power, speaking of co-ordina- 
tion of forces and dash and daring of maneuver 
—Cherbourg equals anything the terrible Nazl 
war machine has been able to perform in this 
war. It should be a sufficient demonstration, 
except for the fIncurably stupid, that even at this 
ugly business the free peoples of the world can 
never be matched by enslaved peoples, even by 
those which have voluntarily given themselves 
up to slavery and war. 
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Oil Companies on Gas Rationing 

When gasoline rationing for the Middle West 
was being considered by the Government two 
years ago, much of the petroleum industry was 
firmly opposed, It .wag not so much a question 
of supply, the objectors said, but a question of 
transportation, and the Central states, located 
near the oil fields, were held to be in no need of 
restrictions, Trade journals argued vigorously 
against rationing for this section and lobbyists 
haunted Congress, but their fight was in vain. 

It is good news to learn that the industry now 
is a firm supporter of rationing for the Middle 
West. Newspaper advertisements, paid for by 
68 large and small companies, appeared yester- 
day stating the necessity for it, and urging public 
co-operation. Military necessity must come first, 
the ad says, and “in spite of the fact that the 
Central states are more fortunate than other 
parts of the nation in respect to nearby sources 
of petroleum, there still is not enough gasoline 
for normal motoring here—not by a whole lot!” 

To insure rationing success, motorists and oil 
companies must co-operate.. Now that the sellers 
have taken an unqualified stand for conserving 
motor fuel for the armed forces, it is up to the 
buyers to do their part by shunning the black 
market,

A primary task in economic pioneering 
is the reconstructing of international 
money. International money is a money 
that will be accepted internationally. ° It 
must be strong and atable, the central 
pivot to which the currencies of the prin- 
cipal trading nations are attached. It can 
operate successfully only in a _ peaceful 
world—one fn which preventive barriers 
to foreign trade are not the rule. 


For a century before the First World 
War, such a medium was at hand. Funda- 
mentally, it was gold, But man was much 
too ingenious to rely on the cumbersome 
method of physically delivering gold—save 
on special occasions. The real internation- 
al money was the pound sterling. Inter- 
national trade and finance cleared through 
London. ! 


How Is It Reconstructed ? 


The aftermath of World War I, the crises 
of the '308 and the advent of World War 
II, displaced sterling as an international 
money, The notion hag been disseminated 
that gold is no longer internationally suit- 
able; in part, because much gold is con- 
centrated in the United States. 


Yet we must again possess an interna- 
tional money in order to restore and de- 
velop expanding commercial and financial 
relationships between nations. Without 
these, talk of higher standards of. living 
are in vain. 

How do we reconstruct international 
money? Lately, two plana for a global in- 
atitution to stabilize currencies have been 
proffered. I am skeptical of both in their 
present form-under immediate postwar 
conditions. They are over-grandiose and 
over-simple at the same time. 


An international bank we should have, 
but it should develop out of the facts of 
present world finance and trade rather 
than out of an abstract blueprint. It must 
not cloak the truth that, in the sphere of 
international trade and money, the two 
predominant nations now are the United 
States and Great Britain. They are the key 
commercial countries, whose policies will 
make or break international currency sta- 
bility. 


A Nucleus of Understanding 


Several national currencies are by tra- 
dition and trade closely tied to the pound 
or dollar. The first effective step toward 
international money lies in an Anglo- 
Saxon financial understanding and not in 
some universal approach, which glosses 
over the fact that the prerequisite to in- 
ternational stability is internal stability. 


Unless sterling and the dollar reflect 
sound conditions at home, they cannot be 
sound abroad, nor can there be any other 
trustworthy international money. 


Certain conditions exist in Britain today 
that militate against the pound. I refer to 
the large volume of external financial ob- 
ligations created by our ally in this joint 
war. After the conflict, Britain, interna- 
tionally speaking, will constitute the 
world’s financial problem No. 1. In our 
own interest, as the principal creditor na- 
tion, in order to help restore the basis of 
world trade we should help restore Britain 
to a position of balance in her internation- 
al accounts, 


As the international money of tomorrow, 
I propose a dollar-sterling standard to 
which the nations shail be invited to re- 
pair. In the first instance, Russia and 
China should be invited to join. 


The exchange rates between the two 
moneys would be mutually fixed by the 
respective governments and then protected 
against temporary derangements during 
the post-armistice transition period by the 


‘exchange controls and by the use of our 


ample gold stock, until Great Britain is 
more nearly in equilibrium, Continuous 


consultation would help shape policies that | 


would achieve internal and external sta- 
bility. 


For American Leadership 


The rigidity of the old gold standard 
would be avoided by continued active man- 
agement of the monetary mechanism with 
the goal of high production. Basically, 
each country must work out its monetary 
salvation largely by its own patient ef- 
forts, but America can lead by good ex- 
ample and by generous aid, 


With a view to reconstructing interna- 
tional money, we should enter into a sta- 


_bilization agreement with Great Britain, 


open to the adherence of other countries, 
which would include: 

A credit to Great Britain in the form of 
a call on gold in the amount of, say, five 
billion dollars, on the understanding that 
neither nation would engage in competitive 
exchange depreciation. 

Formal cancellation of the balance of the 
British debts of World War I. 

Provision for a moratorium for a period 
of five years of any postwar lend-lease 
repayments involving any transfers by 
Britain; any repayments thereafter to be 
limited to the return, if needed by the 
creditor, of the same commodity as was 
shipped. 
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End of Economic Warfare 


An understanding that both countries 
would eschew economic domination and 
would pursue international economic poli- 
cies designed to promote stability of cur- 
rencies in other nations. This means wé 
must act like a creditor nation, encour- 
aging imports of goods dnd exports of 
capital, 

An agreement to reorganize the Bank 
for International Settlements on a wider 
basis in a different situs, 

We should build on the experienced ma- 
chinery we have instead of creating elab- 
orate new machinery. And it. is necessary 
to dispel the illusion that any international 
instrument can work miracles or bring 
about stable currencies in an economically 
anarchic world. 


This realistic approach represents the 
best entry on a solid road toward the re- 
construction of international money.

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Appraisal of German Generals 
Tells of Their Constant Feuds 


‘Hitler's Generals,” by W. EK. Hart. (Doubleday, 

Doran & ©o., Garden City, N. Y.) 

Shortly before D-day, a correspondent 
reported that one of the two books on Gen. 
Eisenhower's office desk was this one, If 
the A. E. F. commander found it worth 
reading in that busy time for enlighten- 
ment on the character of his antagonists, 
there is no doubt that the stay-at-home 
will find it helpful in understanding the 
war developments that are ahead. 

Not that the book can be accepted as an 
infallible military guide, and Gen. Eisen- 
hower cannot be imagined to have read it 
as such. The author appraises the mili- 
tary talents of his subjects, the aspect of 
most interest at the monient, and also tells 
of their careers, personulities and political 
views. Hart is a former German cavalry 
officer, a republican and anti-Nazi, who 
served in the British Army for some time 
in this war, His acute dislike for the Ger- 
man military leaders, many of whom he 
evidently knew personally, is reflected in 
the book. Thus, informative though the 


writer is, he ig not always objective, 
7 - *- 


Of the Hitler Generals still alive and 
functioning, Hart appraises only one as 
truly capable—Von Rundstedt. He calis 
Rommel a good tactician but a poor strat- 
egist, a show-off and a bluffer. Next to 
Von Kleist, Keitel is “possibly Hitler's least 
competent General.” . Von Bock’s leader- 
ship ih Russia was “disastrous.” Von 
Fritsch was a great military leader, but 
he is dead-—shot by SS men in gang fash- 
ion, according to this version. Von Brau- 
chitsch had great ability, but he was dis- 
missed. 

As for Rundstedt, he is described as bril- 
Hant, “the high priest of strategy,” with 
a gift for rapid improvisation rare among 
German officers. He is Hitler's ablest 
military leader today, “accomplished in 
theory and proved in action.” As the man 
responsible for meeting the invasion, he 
is expected by this writer to conduct his 
defense “on extremely offensive lines,” by 
sending speedy mechanized reserves to 
meet the main Allied attack on ground 
favorable to the Germans. 

+ - £ 

A hopeful sign for the Allied cause is the 
fact that each General's story is one of bit- 
ter feuds, fierce jealousies and constant 
strife, both within the Army and between 
the Nazi party and the old Reichswehr 
leadership, The oft-predicted hope of an 
Army revolt to overthrow Hitler is not 
accepted by this book. The Fuehrer has 
the upper hand, and such favorites of his 
as Rommel and Keitel have great power 
in the Army. A greater possibility than a 
revolt seems to be a serious outbreak of 
dissension in the upper ranks, 

These internal fights are a striking con- 
strast to the spirit found in the Allied 
armies. An even stronger contrast is in 
the character of the German Generals. 
All those here described, both Prussian ca- 
reer men and party climbers, are arrogant, 
cruel, narrow, cold, unscrupulous, with long 
records of conspiracy and perjury or worse 
behind them. These are the men who 
helped Hitler brew the war and who now 
face the armies of liberation in a desperate 
finish fight.

~~ ‘busband fairly well,” a Y, M. C, A. secretary informed me. “She

Doctor on 
Corn, W art 
Treatment

HOSE common and familiar 

disorders—corns, warts, etc.— 

afflict the high and the low, 
the rich and the poor, the young 
and the old. There is probably not 
one human being who lives his life 
through without having had some 
experience with a corn, a wart, 
birthmark or some such blemish 
on what would otherwise be a per- 
fect masterpiece of Nature’s hand- 
iwork. 


Most people think they under- 
stand all about them, but if they 
do they have grasped the funda- 
mental pringiples of a large sec- 
tion of knowledge about disease 
processes, because these innocent 
and simple blemishes are patho- 
logic structures of rather intri- 
cate pattern, 


A corn is an example of the proc- 
ess of hypertrophy, or over- 
growth. Hypertrophy is usually 
due to overwork and the overwork 
that occurs in the case of the corn 
is that of too much pressure. The 
skin is designed to resist pressure, 
but in the spots where there is 


little supporting soft tissue under- 
neath and over a bony promi- 
nence and the pressure is regular 
and recurrent or continuous, the 
resulting reaction on the part of 
the skin is to build up layer after 
layer of its hard keratinizing ele- 
ments. In other words, I am de- 
ascribing the process that occurs 
to make a corn on the little toe 
where the shoe presses on it. If 
the pressure is removed, Nature 
reverses herself and her processes 
and the corn goes away. And that 
is the best treatment for corns— 
get a well-fitting pair of shoes.

N most cases, however, some 
| temporary treatment precedes 

this fundamental treatment and 
is necessary because of the pain 
the corn causes, Paring the top 
of the corn off with a razor blade 
gives temporary relief, but the 
ideal thing is to remove the cen- 
tral heavy core, But that, to coin 
a phrase, is easier said than done, 
Specialists claim to be able to do 
it by dissection after the foot has 
been immefsed in hot water for a 
quarter of an hour. But a warn- 
ing should be inserted that it is 
better for the subject not to try 
to do this himself. Nature has so 
arranged things that the anatomi- 
cal position a guy gets himself 
into when he is avout to remove 
his corn is just as awkward as 
trying to construct a sentence like 
this to elucidate it, 

Corn plasters are designed to 
soften the corn so that the core 
can be removed, The basic in- 
gredient of practically all corn 
plasters is salicviic acid. This 
softens and macerates skin, es- 
pecially horny skin, as 

But the fundamental treatment, 
as was indicated above, is the re- 
lief of the cause—poorly fitting 
shoes. 
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WARTS CONSIST of  over- 
growth of skin, but of a different 
kind from corns. They are not 
hypertrophic, but new growths, 
Probably most of them are due 
to infection of the skin with a 
virus. This is indicated by the ob- 
servation that they are conta- 
gious. This is particularly true of 
plantar warts on the bottom of 
the feet. 


There are two ways of treating 
warts. Each has its advantages 
and disadvantages. One way is 
aimed at destruction of the wart 
by surgery, curetting, X-ray, dia- 
thermy or caustics, The advan- 
tage of these methods is that 
they are successful: the disad- 
vantage is the trouble, pain and 
expense.

E ARE asked to keep the weight of overseas letters as 
Wie as possible. With this thought in mind, I am print- 

ing the following letter: “Is it proper to send wedding 
announcements and graduation announcements to men in the 
services who are overseas?

To my answer of “please think twice before mailing so 
much weight for such a brief message,” let me ask you to

OHN A. BRYAN, Research 
J Architect with the National 

Park Service, would not part 
with the seven-foot-long cast-iron 
bench which adorns the sunroom 
of his apartment even for a good 
deal of money. 

Unusual as cast-iron benches 
are today, this one is unquestion- 
ably a prize specimen. The elab- 
orate iron filigree which makes 
up its oack is composed of an 
an intricate pattern of birds, 
leaves and branches, and so care- 
fully are these details executed 
that the feathers of the birds and 
the veins of the leaves may be 
traced, The seat of s normally 
unyielding article of’ Yurnishing 
has been made comfortable to 
present-day standards of comfort 
by the addition of a green leather 
cushion, 

The bench was found in a junk- 
yard, Bryan revealed, Happy with 
his discovery, he examined it 
carefully before buying it to be 
sure that no small piece was any- 
where missing. Cast-iron benches 
are comparatively fragile, he ex- 
plained. Those which formerly 
adorned Tower Grove Park, for 
instance, have disappeared  be- 
cause pranksters persisted in 
overturning and thus breaking 


them,

With his bench safely at home, 
Bryan set to work with paint re- 
mover and a wire brush. Previous 
owners had successively found- a 
red, a white, and a blue coating to 
be to their taste, so that it re- 
quired no small effort on his part 
to remove the accretion of paint. 
When the original iron was finally 
laid bare, he decided that a very 
light coat of green lacquer would 
most successfully highlight the 
beauties of the design and at the 
same time act as a preservative. 

He now set out to learn some- 
thing of the history of his prize. 
In the course of 20 years of delv- 
ing into the sources of St. Louis 
history, he had found the iron 
business particularly interesting. 
Gradually he had accumulated a 
large file of documented refer- 
ences to the industry as well as 
scores of photographs. His clue 
in the case of the bench was the 
firm name of Shickle, Harrison & 
Co., which appeared on the seat. 
This told him that the date of 
manufacture was between 1866 
and 1870, since in the latter year 
the firm name of the manufactur- 
ers was changed to Shickle, Har- 
rison & Howard. 

One thing usually leads to an- 
other, and during’ the interview 
the names of other St. Louis iron 
founders turned up. Offhand Bryan 
recalles the names of Mc- 
Murray & Pawley, Pullis Broth-

St. Louis, 80 years ago, enjoyed 
peculiar advantages as an _ iron 
center. Ore from the deposits at 
Tron Mountain, then thought to be 
the richest in the country, as well 
as ore from other mining areas 
in Missourri, was being sent to St. 
Louis. Near Potosi the old Spring- 
field furnace had been in opera- 
tion before 1820, and near ‘St. 
James there may still be seen a 
huge granite tower which was at 
one time an iron furnace. As the 
industry developed, ore was 
brought here from Alabama and 
even from Sweden. 

Transportation of the heavy ore 
was a difficult problem. At first 
ore from Iron Mountain was cart- 
ed overland to Ste. Genevieve, 
where it was loaded onto river 
boats, but later a railroad was

1855 the trains finally ran all the 
way into the city.

The enterprise of the St. Louis 
iron founders is surprising. Steam- 
boat and railroad engines, cast- 
iron burial caskets, iron fences, 
ornaments for buildings, particu- 
larly columns, cast-iron animals 
and statuary form only part of the 
list of their products. Bryan has 
pursued his researches into the 
iron industry to New Orleans, 
Philadelphia and other places, but 
nowhere. he says, has he found 
such variety of materials as in St. 
Louis, 

A section of Main street and 
part of Third street was at one 
time paved with a form of cast- 
iron plate which had been pat- 
ented by Otto des Granges. The 
cast-iron dome of the Old Court 
House, completed by William 
Rumbold three years before the 
dome of the capitol in Washing- 
ton, is unique in architecture, and

The iron industry ‘in St. Louts 
affected the course of the Civil 
War, since the iron-clad gun boats, 
with the aid of which Grant was 
able to capture Vicksburg, were 
manufactured here by Capt. Eads, 
who is more famous for his monu- 
mental iron bridge. When Gen, 
Price in 1864 invaded Missouri, he 
apparently thought that the mines 
and railroad terminus at Iron 
Mountain were more important 
than St. Louis. Had he not been 
thus diverted, his raid might have 
resulted in the fall of St. Louls to 
the South. 

Shortly after the war the fabu- 
lously rich iron mines of the 
Mesabi Range in Minnesota be- 
gan to operate, so that the Mis- 
souri mines became relatively un- 
profitable. Iron Mountain was 
still famous, however. In 1877 
a group of educators from all over 
the reunited nation met at St. 
Louis, Part of their program was 
an excursion to the top of Iron 
Mountain, and there North and 
South together joined in singing 
“My Country, ’Tis of Thee.” 

When the buildings of the river- 
front area were wrecked, a few 
years ago, an effort was made to 
preserve some relics of this older 
section of the city. Among the 
artifacts which were salvaged 
were a number of ornate iron 
columns, some of them very large 
and heavy. These, together With 
other building relics of marble, 
stone and wood are now in stor- 
age. Bryan hopes that they will 
ultimately be shown in a mu- 
seum, planned to occupy pert of 
the Memorial area.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sunday, 
ERE is a letter from a young 
man overseas which I prom- 
ised you because it carries a 

message to all of us at home: 

“There is one great fear in the 
heart of every service man and 
it is not that he will be killed or 
maimed, but that when he is 
finally allowed to go home and 
piece together what he can of life, 
that he will be made to feel that 
he has been a ‘sucker’ for the sac- 
rifice that he has made, I am 
telling you this because I think it 
is important that you should know 
it. Since beginning this letter 
I have had dinner at our offi- 
¢ere mess. There were four of 
us together at the table, all total 
strangers to each other, three 
officers and one woman reporter, 
It was not long before we began 
discussing just what I have writ- 
ten to you, and oddly enough I 
heard my own fears voiced by my 
two fellow officers, one a Major 
and the other a Second Lieuten- 
ant. They both agreed that they 
wished people at home would stop 
being fed ‘glamorous headlines,’ 
and holding ‘hysterical prayer 
meetings for D-day’ and sit down 
and think of the endless tedium 
which is war, and which the after- 
math of war will surely be. No 
newspaper man will cover himself 
with glory or get himself a raise 
of salary by reporting ‘Eto exiles 
want home front reassurance’ in- 
stead of ‘I was under fire at 
Tarawa,’ but it might be a boon 
to all concerned.” 

The meaning is clear. The men 
who do the fighting are wonder- 
ing if we at home realize that they 
have given up months and years 
of their lives which they can never 
recover; they want to be sure that 

we at home are using this time in 
a way which will be of value to 
them. Will we ace that they have 
a better job, a better chance when 
they come home, for health, edu- 
cation, working conditions, profes- 
sional] standards and, above all, 
for a peaceful world in the future 
in which to live? 

Thie requires of usa thinking 
through a great many problema, 
but it is the only way we can 
keep faith with those who fight

and die or come back to live when 
the war is over.

The heart ace was 
cashed, a heart was ruffed—and 
now declarer was squarely on the 
spot! Was the club king going 
to drop on the next round, or 
would it be necessary to play the 
queen through East for a ruffing 
finesse? South didn’t know, be- 
cause he couldn't know! Forced 
to guess, he went wrong, leading 
the queen and discarding a dia- 
mond when the king failed to ap- 
pear from East. Down one! 

If declarer had conserved all of 
dummy’s entries, he would have 
made the grand slam without 
guessing. After only one trump 
lead he should have cashed the 
club ace, ruffed a club, led a 
trump to dummy and ruffed an- 
other low club.
